New York, April 18—How the White Star liner Titanic, the largest ship afloat, 
sank off the Grand Banks of Newfoundland on Monday 
their death 1,601 of the 2,340 persons aboard, was told to the world in all its awful 
details for the first time tonight.with the arriv

died after being rescued; the list of prominent persons lost stands as previously re- 
every woman and child was rescued, with thé exception of those 
Among these was Mrs. Isador Straus.

The survivors on the lifeboats saw the lights 
on the stricken vessel glimmer to the last, heard 
her band playing and saw the doomed hundreds 
on her deck and heard their groans and cries 
when the vessel sank. 

Accounts vary as to the extent of the dis- 
order on board. 

Every Ounce of Steam Crowded On. 

Not only was the Titanic tearing through 
the April night to her doom with every ounce 
of steam crowded on, but she was under orders 
from the general officers of the line to make all 
the speed of which she was capable. This was 
the statement made tonight by J. MH. Moody, a 
quartermaster of the vessel. He said, the ship 
Was making 21 knots an hour and. the officers 
were striving to live up ‘to orders to smash a 
record, 

“It was close to midnight,’ said Moody, 
‘cand IT was on the bridge with the second officer, 
who was in command, Suddenly he shouted, 
‘Port your helm,’ ”’

Of the many accounts given by the passeng- 
ers, most of them agreed that the shoek when 
the Titanic struck the iceberg, although ripping 
her great sides like a giant can opener, did not 
greatly jar the entire vessel, for the blow was 
a glaneing one along her side. The accounts 
also agree substantially that when the passeng- 
ers were taken off on the lifeboats there was no 
serious panic and that many wished to remain 
on board the Titanic, believing her to be un- 
sinkable. 

Terrible Stories of Survivors. 

The most distressing stories are those giving 
ihe expeiicuces of the passengers in the life- 
boats. These tell not only of their own suffer 
ings but give the harrowing detaiis of how they 
saw the great hulk of the Titanie stand on end, 
stern uppermost for many minutes before plung- 
ing to the bottom of the sea. As this awful 
spectacle was witnessed by the groups of sur 
vivors in the boats they plainly saw many of

J. Bruce Ismay, president of the Interna 
tional Mereantile Marine, owners of the White 
Star line, who was among the seventy odd men 
saved; P. A, S. Franklin, vice-president of the 
White Star line, and U.S. Senator William Alden 
Smith. chairman of the senate investigating com 
mittee, held a conference aboard the Carpathia 
soon after the passengers had come ashore to- 
night. 

After nearly an hour Senator Smith came 
out of the cabin and said he had no authority 
to subpoena witnesses at this time, but he would 
begin an investigation into the cause of the loss 
of life at the Waldorf Astoria Hotel tomorrow

Says He Left in Last Boat, 

Mr. Ismay said, informally <before giving out 
his statemerit that he left the ship in the, last 
boat, one of the collapsible boats on the star- 
board side, -

After his interview with Senator Smith, he 
said he was desirous of sailing on the Carpathia 
tomorrow afternoon. The Carpathia is sched- 
uled to sail at 4 o’clock. Mr. Ismay assured the 
Senator, however, that he would make a 
plete statement of the catastrophe, and that if he 
could not finish it in time for the sailing he 
would change his plans 

Two hundred and more steerage passengers 
did not leave the ship until 11 o’eleck. They 
were in a sad condition. The women were with 
out wraps and the few men also wore very little 
clothing.

14. This according to the present staking of the Coal claim, but

The situation of the property with regard to railway facilities is 
unique, as both the lines of the Canadian North-Western Railway 
and the Grand Trunk Pacific Railway will be built close to the main 
workings of the Colliery.
